Belleville Sheriff Called. 

There were no further activities on 
the part of the posse until the bandits 
had left the building and walked away 
down the Mobile & Ohio Railroad. 
Then the Marshall called up Sheriff 
Muleonnery at Belleville and told him 
what he had missed. .-Mulconnery ar- 
rived at O'Fallon at 4a. m. and with 
four deputies started to look for the 
bandits. 
Investigation after the robbery showed 
part of the wrecked safe had gone 
through the front of the building and 
wrecked a porch 75 yards distant.

Edward H. Dempsey, formerly a postal 
clerk, of 5827 .JnHan avenue, has been 
living for six months with a, broken 
neck. His physician said Friday. ihat 
he is not. only tn no danger at,present 
but that there is a probability of his 
complete .recovery. 

Encased in a plaster cast which en- 
velopes his body and braces his spinal 
column for its entire length, Dempsey 
is able to. walk about his -heme. He 
carves his own food at the. table -and 
masticates it without any apparent dis- 
comfort. . 

The strange story of how-he received 
the hurt and how he is recovering. from 
it, Dempsey himself told a Post-Dispatch 
1eporter. His sister, Mrs. John G. Jovce. 
with whom he lives, and his physician, 
Dr. €. A. Vosburgh, corroborated his 
statements. 

Dempsey said that three years ago he 
was employed as a mail assorter at the 
postoffice. His work kept*him in the 
way of a draft from a door and he de- 
veloped an inflammation in the shoulder 
that resembled rheumatism. It seemed 
to affect his spinal column.

“I have made my will and bequeathed 
the bullet with which I shot Roosevelt 
to the New York Historical Society, 
with a request that it be placed on ex- 
hibition in the rotunda of the State 
Capitol at Albany. My property in New 
York, I have willed to my mother in 
Germany.”’ 

Says He Is Not Sorry. 

When asked again if he was sorry for 
having shot the Colonel, Schrank said 
he was not; that he considered in com- 
mitting the act he was doing only his 
duty.

RETAINS CHILD 
BY COURT RULING 


Judge in Decision for Doctor’s 
Divorced Wife Says She Can 
Better Care for Girl. 





Mrs, Josephine Morfit, divorced wife 
of Dr. John C. Morfit, will retain cus- 
tody of her 10-year-old daughter, Jose- 
phine, in accordance with a ruling hand- 
ed down by Judge McQuillin, Friday 
afternoon. 

The father had asked that the di- 
vorce deéree be modified so that he 
might have the child. In refusing to 
grant this request, Judge McQuillin, 
in a written decision, says that the feel- 
ings of parents are subordinate to the 
interest of society in assuring the phys- 
ical, mental and moral welfare of the 
ehild. 

It is the sacred duty of the State, he 
says, to promote the highest develop- 
ment of aH its. citizens and those of 
tender years should receive special re- 
gard. 

It is apparent, the Judge says, that 
divided custody of a child usually pro- 
duces difficulties, especially where the 
parents live far apart. 

In reviewing the evideR&ce, he says he 
found ground for Dr. Morfit’s conten- 
tion that the child’s education had been 
neglected and that her teeth are in such 
condition as to require the services of 
an expert dentist. 

While conceding that educational facil- 
ities are better here than in El -Paso, 
Mrs. Morfit’s home, and that there are 
more skillful dentists here, the Judge 
says that the child can have every fea- 
sonable advanhtage in El Paso and can 
be better cared for by the mother than 
by the father.

Felix Diaz, nephew of ex-President 
Diaz, has spread far beyond the Port 
of Vera Cruz, where it s srted yester- 
cay, and now includes Jalapa, Urizaba, 
Condoba, Guadalajara, Matamoras and 
other. places in Southeastern . Mexico, 
including, according to persistent rum- 
ors, the importaat seaport of Tampico. 

The Ward Line steamer due at ‘Vera 
Cruz today, carries scores of American 
citizens, who ‘will have to remain in 
the besieged city or return on the 
same steamer. 

Information is that Gen. Diaz aims 
at a military distatorship patterned aft- 
er that of his uncle, and he is said to 
have told his friends he has been prac- 
tically assured that the United States 
will intervene as soon as he shows 
fighting strength, thus virtually giving 
him control of Madero. 

Promises Peace for All. 


In a proclamation Gen. Diaz promises 
“Peace for all.” President’ Madero is 
accused of being a “‘murderous tyrant,” 
ond Diaz calls on all, especially the 
army, to help overthrow hir.

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Campaign activi- 
ties should not cease because of Col.

“I wish to. express my cordial agree- 
ment with the manly and proper state- 
ment of Mr. Bryan at Franklin, Ind., 
when arguing for a continuance of the 
discussion of the issues at stake in the 
contest, he said: 

"The ‘issues of this campaign should 
not be determined by the act of an 
assassin. Neither Col. Roosevelt: nor 
his friends could ask that the discussion 
should be turned away from the prin- 
ciples that are involved. If he is elected 
President it should be because of what 
he has done in the past and what he 
proposes to do hereafter.’ Sie 

Wants Wilson to Continue. 

“I wish to point out, howover, that 
neither I nor my: friends have -asked 
that the discussion be turned away from 
the principles that are involved. On the 
contrary, we emphatically demand fhat 
the discussion be carried on’ precjsely 
as if I had not been shot.,I shall be 
sorry if Mr. Wilson does not keep on 
the stumip and I feel that he owes it to 
himself and the American people to con- 
tinue on the stump. 

“I wish to make one more comment on 
Mr. Bryan’s statement. It is, of course, 


ugainst, me, consideration must be paid 
to what I have done in the past and to 
what I propose to do.

said before. This is not a contest about 
any man; it is a contest concerning 
principles.

The payment of $25 by a workhouse 
prisoner named Pappas, to get & pa- 
role, and Supt. Cal White's conceal- 
ment of. the oceurrence from Mayor 
kKreismann, was one of the most seri- 
os reasons, the Mayor said Friday, 
why he prompted White's sudden resig- 
nation Thursday afternoon. 

According. to an affidavit on file with 
the Mayor, the money was paid by 
Pappas to M. L. Kunifsky, a Svuth 
Jefferson avenue clothing merchant, 
who has been a frequent visitor at 
the workhouse. The parole did aot 
come, and the prisoner complained to 
Guard Nichols. At Nichols’ suggestion, 
Pappas gave Nichols an order on Ku- 
nifsky for the $25, and Nichols, collect- 
ing it, spent it on a’spree, leaving the 
parole as far away as ever. 

Pappas then complained to Kunifsky, 
and Kunifsky told White that the guard 
had spent $25 belonging to Pappas. 
White suspended Nichols, who-went to 
the Mayor's office and complained to 
Secretary Beedle. When White next 
called, he told. Beedle that he had dis- 
charged Nichols: for accepting money 
from a prisoner, but ‘said nothing about 
the why the guard had spent the money, 
or about the matters indicating graft. 

Earl Howes, city hall investiga- 
tor, told a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter that another case in which money 
is afleged-to have been paid to Ku- 
nifaky for a parole prébably would 
come up at the afternoon session of 
court. He said a prisoner teld him 
he had paid money te Kunifsky, but 
had not been paroled, and asked his 
help in getting the money back. 
Howes arranged that the man should 
be taken before the conrt for ques- 
tioning. 

Other Cases Not Reported. 

The Mayor also said White failed to 
report cases in which whisky and co- 
caine were sold in the workhouse, 
though he discharged a guard for taking 
a prisoner owt of the institution and to 
a saloon; but reinstated the guard and 
did .not. report the occurrence. 

The ordinance requires, Mayor Kreis- 
mann said, that such occurrences shall 
be reported to the Mayor's office. 

The Mayor said White showed care- 
lesaness in signing parole recom- 
mendations and leaving blank the 
space reserved for a statement as to 
the prisoner's conduct. This made it 
possible for the space to be filled in 
by others, ‘and this was done in one 
instance of which the Mayor learned, 
the entry “good conduct” being made 
in behalf of a prisoner who had in 
fact been quite troublesome, 

The Mayor said he had received 

charges that prisoners were permitted 
to hire taxicabs and go out at night, ac- 
companied by gaurds, to the centers of 
the city’s night life. The Mayor said he 
was not fully convinced that these 
charges were true, and that White told 
him he had. known of no such occur- 
ences. 
A charge that hogs were, kept on the 
workhouse grounds until July 1: last also 
was received by the Mayor Since July 
1, it was stated, the hogs had been kept 
on Arsenal Island, and garbage from the 
institution had been. sent over to feed 
them. 

Censcious of Noe Wreng Doing. 
White was at the workhouse with his 
wife Friday, packing up and turning 
over the premises to Capt. Frank J. 
Primavesi, appointed as his successor. 
He was still much agitated over the 
matter, and said. he felt that he had 
perhaps made a mistake in resigning, 
as he was conscious of no wrong-doing.
